wealth was formally effected.

all Ireland, outside of the six counties 
of Ulster, becoming 
one of the na- 


tions of the world save the threat of 
civil war intensified Friday by the fol- 
lowers of JSamonn 
D6| Valera.

Irish free state, brought into exist- 
ence by the royal signature Friday 
must hold elections of its first officers 
and parliament.

To explain actually how the system

The difference between $10.000 valued 
at 13 marks to the dollar or 130,000 
marks, and $10.000 valued today at the 
present rate of exchange which is 300

marks, would be 2,870,000 marks. Now 
examining the tax schedule of the Ger- 
mans under the first tax we find that 
nil amounts above 300.000 marks are 
to be given to the German govern- 
ment as the tax rate is 100 per cent.

owner would be entitled to keep ortly 
130,000 marks or at the present rate 
of exchange 300 to the dollar ho. would 
ha.ve approximately thirty three cents 
out of his original $10,000. 


The exact amount of the American 


claims against Germany will not be 
known until 
the American-German 


claims commission, soon to be set up 
by treaty with Germany gets into op- 
eration. It is estimated that the sum 
will not amount to more than $200,000,- 
ooo though nobody knows except from 
historical experience which shows that 
the final adjudication cuts the claims 
down materially. 
In any event the 


amount of German property held in 
America is more than sufficient to per- 
mit th-3 return of estates under $10,000 
and something even higher and still 
have enough left to establish the cre- 
dit corporation and give back some 
percentage to tho owners of estates 
above 110,000.

WORK FOR THE LEAGUE 


The League 
o£ Nations, through its 


health c-onnnitU-c and its epidemic cora- 
sioiier, is doing everything it can to pre- 
vent the spread of typhus and other epi- 
demics that are ravaging certain parts of 
Itussia. The conditions are serious, and 
seem to be becoming worse. The plagues 
have been spread by themigrationsof peo- 
ple seeking food, or returning to their 
old homes—as in Poland. 
There are said 


to be '1^0,000 caravans in Russia, a num- 
ber o£ them having been on the march 
for five months. 
The repatriation of 


Poles, driven from their homes during 
the great retreat of 1915, has broken to 
some extent the Polish sanitary cordon, 
resulting in a. spread of typhus to Lithua- 
nia, and oven iuto east Prussia. The fa- 
,-uikie crisis will not reach its culmination 
till April, and as famine is a great breed- 
er of disease, the situation is certain to 
grow worse. 


Perhaps the grealest influence now be- 


ing exerted to stem the tide of disease 
is the League of Nations, a fact that it 
is well to keep in mind. 
There 
thus 


seems to be many matters in regard to 
•which •the nations of the world can safely 
cooperate—the preservation of health be- 
ing one of them. 
The League is by no 


means wholly political. 
It is active in 


safeguarding both the health and the mor- 
als of the world. Never was it more nec- 
essary that these be looked after. 


But the interesting thing is that the 


League of Nations, so often pronounced 
dead, is at the present moment very much 
alive, and vigorously at work to relieve 


" the suffering, and to check the spread of 


pestilence. That is a work of which, we 
suppose, even our isolationists would ap- 
prove. It may be that after a time Amer- 
ica will find that she can help in this way 
—if in no other. 


WE PAY THE PENALTY 


We must not forget the law bf com- 


pensation. It is abroad in the land. It 
has existed since the start o£ time. 
It 


probably will exist forever. 
It simply 


means that when a man or a woman vio- 
lates the code of fairness, whether in mat- 
ters pertaining to health, to home, to busi- 
ness 
or 
otherwise.—and 
lives 
long 


enough.—he or she will pay the penalty 
for the wrong, whatever it was. It is the 
inexorable- law of nature. 


The principle applies as well to govern- 


ments whether in the fonn/>f a municipal 
government, a state or a national govern- 
ment. 
AY hen the people as a mass forget 


their duties and obligations to each other, 
seek through government selfish purposes 
only, whether through hatred, envy, self- 
ishness, ignorance or otherwise, the gov- 
ernmant, which is but the mass of people, 
must eventually pay the penalty. No more 
significant example could be brought, to 
hand -than the case of North Dakota. The 
farmers of North Dakota through the lead- 
ership of Townley sought and maintained 
for a while, class rule. Townley preached 
to the farmers. Utopia. There is no such 
thing. The purpose was for a certain class 
of the people to absoi-b rights and priv- 
ileges that were denied to"others. 
North 


Dakota has paid and is,still paying the 
penalty. 
The socialistic scheme fell like 


a stack of cards. It brought ruin in its 
wake. 
North Dakota awoke and threw 


from itself the socialistic yoke. 
Almost 


over night, it returned to the American 
doc-trine of "Equal rights to all and spe- 
cial privileges to none"' instead of the so- 
cialistic doctrine of "Special privileges to 
a class." 


To get the most out of our lives and 


out of our government wemuststeadfastly 
rcmember the law of compensation. The 
consequences of our wrongful acts are un- 
avoidable. If in our city aft'airs we use 
our votes to retire from office tried and ef- 
ficient officers, ours alone is the loss. 
If 


in our state aft'airs we use our votes to ad- 
vance the interests of selfseeking politi- 
cians, who in order to secure the votes of- 
fer voters a selfish advantage which is but 
a form of bribe, the state must suffer and 
we with it. If in our national affairs be- 
cause of mere strength we override the 
rights of -weaker peoples, some day the 
penalty will crush us. The German Empire 
is the greatest modern example of the law 
of compensation.

SIMPLICITY TRIUMPHS 


Success of the four-power treaty in the 


senate was a success of straight-forward 
International agreement. There is no in- 
volved language about the Pacific pact. 
The effect of its clearness was to force the 
opposition 
into obvious absurdities to 


manufacture flaws in it. 
Men like Bo- 


rah, Johnson and Reed were placed in the 
rather comic position of attacking a simple 
arrangement for peace on the grounds that 
it did not leave us free to wage war. 


"With the exception of the charge that 


the treaty was a war alliance since it did 
not admit of extension of its membership, 
this ludicrous objection to our forfeit of 
the joy and privilege of making war was 
the only serious and direct accusation of- 
fered. 
.The rest was chaff garnered from 


thin air or from other people's speeches. 
There was no meat for fault-finding in the 
pact itself. It Avas as simple and as stark- 
ly obvious as a secret treaty. Secret trea- 
ties do not have to beat around the bush. 
Usually they are short enough to be writ- 
ten on a cuff. It is generally the pact for 
public consumption that exhausts the 
rhetoHc. 


Secretary Hughes closed the session De- 


cember 10. at which the four-power treaty 
was agreed upon with the words: "Gen-" 
tlemen. we have been dealing wilh a very 
simple paper. Probably you will not be 
able to find an international document 
coSiched in more simple or even briefer 
terms, but we arc again reminded that the 
great things are the simple ones." 
The 


four-power treaty removes a trouble spot, 
relieves us of garrison expense in the Pa- 
cific, ends the Anglo-Japanese alliance and 
was instrumental in clearing the way for 
Ihe naval reductions. 
But its most signi- 


ficant aspect from the ratification stand- 
point is that it is so succinct and direct, 
printable in fact within one column of a 
sma,ll magazine page, as to be bare as 
Mother Hubbard's cupboard of any bones 
of contention for the opposition.

THE NAILS 


After severe- illness in children the bsTTF—OLE 
It requires from three to five months to grow a 


finger nail and nine to 12 months to grow a toe 
naii. 
Nervous shock, illness or an accident sometimes 


causes a transverse furrow in the 
finger nails, 


which furrow grows out toward the end of the 
nail slowly, and often the approximate date of such 
illness or accident may be determined by observing 
the position of this lirte or furrow in the nail. Eveii 
seasickness may cause such lines in the nails, am; 
they are commonly seen after fractures. These lines 
are popularly called "beau's lines." 
White spots or streaks - in 
the 
nails, callec 


"gift spots" appear first near the lunula or white 
crescent and gradually grow out with the growth 
of the nail toward the free border. They are most 
frequently noticed 
in young persons, and 
are 


caused by trifling injuries of the nails as by blows 
or in manicuring. 
"Reedy nails" are thinned and split lengthwise 


usually in elderly persons or persons whose genera 
health is impaired. 
The too nails are sometimes greatly thickenec 


and perhaps also distorted from the pressure of too 
tight or poorly fitted shoes and neglect of. manicur 
ing.Inflammation and pus formation about the roots 
of the nails may occur from injury and infection, 
from parasites like ringworm, from tuberculosis or 
from syphilis. 
Whitlow is an infection of the skin fold at the 


border of the nail by the ordinary pus producing or- 
ganisms, especially the streptococcus and the sta- 
phylococc'up. It is usually very painful and de- 
mands constant wet dressings such as, boric acid 
solution, alcohol, etc.. under some impervious cover- 
ing. 
The patient generally needs vaccine treatment 


or constitutional treatment as well. 
Hemorrhage under the nail occurs from injury, 


in "scurvy, in hemophilia ("bleeders"), sometimes in 
cases of epilepsy and other diseases of the nervous 
system. If the nail is widely separated from its bed 
by tho hemorrhage it will be shed. 
The nails are sometimes affected by skin diseas- 


es, such as ringworm, pemphigus, favus, eczema, 
psoriasis and syphilis. 


After severe illness in children the nails may be 


totally shed, after scarlet fever in particular. Other 
causes of shedding the nails are diabetes, syphilis, 
septic infection or severe whitlow. N In 
rare 
in- 
stances a tendency to repeated shedding of th<|i 
nails runs in a family, with no ly^own cause. 
Besides careful' manicuring and the treatment of 


underlying causes, there is little that can be done 
for troubles of the nails.

advantage, only your own doctor. Carefully graded 
exercise, according to the individual conditions, is 
often as helpful and as essential as absolute rest 
would be under other conditions, for one with val-
